We have lived here only 29 years—the guard, last 
summer completed 60 years at Camp Grayling. For us 
to say ‘go home guard”, would be similar to remarks 


we heard in Louisiana during training in World War tI., 


“go Home Yankee.” 

Another remark we have heard, and received 
through our “Mailbox” is about the money hungry 
merchants in Grayling—and that is the only reason 
they want the guard here. 

Evidently, these people are not aware of the 130 
individuals who are employed at Camp Grayling and 
ATEP (Annual Training Equipment Pool) ai the Grayling 
Airport year around, with an annual payroll of 
$2,500,000, and are local tax paying citizens. 

In addition, there are 50 seasonal employees at the 
camp, many of tnem coliege stucents earning money 
for their education. 

Besides this, because ATEP is on Federal land at 
the airport, the Crawford AuSable Schoo! District 
receives $150 per student of the personnel who work 
there each year from the Federal Government, and 
amounts to between $9,000 and $12,000 per year. 

Removal of the guard, would effect Grayling and 
the area, ratio wise, like the closing of the automobile 
plants down state. 

We agree merchants would be hurt, but, everyone 
would suffer, by losing this year around employment 
by the Michigan National Guard. 

Possibly the gripers figure they have found their 
utopia from the cities, and now wish to eliminate 
something here similar to what they escaped from. 

We don’t buy it. 

As for the battle of the birds and tanks, this 
controversy came only after quotes by a couple men, 
that appeared in a down state newspaper. They are also 
a minority—and their remarks were blown out of 
retrospact. 

We are sure that between the Guard and DNR, this 
problem will be resolved—and without a lot of fanfare. 

Our only hope is that what transpired last week, 
will be considered by the 5th Army Commander when 
summer encampments are assigned, that the contro- 
versy was stimulated by the minority, and not the 
majority who reside here. 

Like we said “ridiculous!”

The Insects 
Are Here 


By David D. Oison 

County Extension Director 

With the arrival of warm 
weathet, insect activity is in- 
creasing in the AuSable Valley 
area, David Olson, County 
Extension Director, says "this 
spring seems to be particularly 
bad for damage to forest and 
ornamental trees.” 

The Spruce Budworm is caus- 
ing heavy damage to balsam fir 
and spruce trees in many areas. 
The larvae have been feeding on 
flowers, old needles, and new 
growth. They are now tying 
together twig tips to farm nests. 
It Is impractical to control the 
damage in forest stands. It the 
property shows heavy damage 
the trees should be cut as pulp- 
wood or sawlogs. Ornamentals 
can be protected by spraying 
with Malathion as long as the 
larvae are active. 

Maples, Oaks, and Aspen 
trees in the north part of Oscoda 
County are being hit by the 
forest ent caterpillar. This 
insect does not make the 
common tent like web of the 
Eastern forest tent caterpillar. 
The larvae are brown with a pale 
blue band along each side. The 
top has a row of white key- 
fwig-siaped dois 
back. The insect will bulig up in 
numbers and cause complete 
defoliation of trees. There is 
generally no ‘mortality of trees 
until the 2nd and 3rd year of 
defoliation. The best control 
will be cold, wet weather im- 
mediately after the egg hatch in 
May of 1976. 

On yard ornamentals or resort 
property an application of car- 
baryl (Sevin) will contro! the 
insect. 

Jack pine and red pine ‘are 
again being attacked by the 
jackpine budworm. The insect 
larvae are now actively working 
on the needles. The larvae are 
one inch long and will be redish 
brown to yellow in color with a 
shiny brown or black head. The 
dead needles are gathered in 
webs and give the affected trees 
a brown appearance. There will 
be tree mortality in the area this 
year. Ornamentals can ve fro- 
tected by using Malathion. 

In forest stands it is advisable 
to harvest mature jack pine as 
soon as possible. 

Your County Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service Office can as- 
sist you with “insect identifi- 
cation and control recommen-

Hard 
animal rock energy/beat surged 
hot through us, the driving 
rhythm arousing repressed pas- 
sion. Rock and roll marked the 
beginning of the revolution.” 

A decade ago when parents 
were so concerned about the 
“big beat", they didn't often 
understand the words. How- 
ever, most young persons who 
listened to hard rock had the 
words memorized by heart. The 
words of hard rock music 
played a large nart in bringing 
about the so-called generation 
gap.

Tax Warning: 

AS a warning to senior and 
other concerned citizens, the 
Michigan Legislature is attemp- 
ting another clandestine rip-off 
of Michigan's citizens that 
promises to have its greatest 
eifect on the senior citizens.
